This review is based on a comparison 
with the work of the same title copyright- 
ed in 1950, reviewed in Subscription Books 
Bulletin in October 1950 with a complete 
history of its publication from inception in 
1933 under the title Richards Cyclopedia. 
Previous reviews were in the Bulletin is- 
sues of July 1934 and January 1940. The 
set has been in the process of continuous 
revision since its purchase in 1945 by The 
Grolier Society, Inc. which formed The 
Richards Company, Inc. as a separate pub- 
lishing company. Annual printings have 
been copyrighted since 1945 except in 1948 
and in 1952. 

Information supplied by the publisher 
states that the set is intended primarily for 
elementary and high school grades but also 
has application as a popular adult encyclo- 
pedia. Its purpose is “to present the broad- 
est range of general information in the 
most convenient and readable form.” The 
publisher correlates related material on a 
single subject so that science is treated in 
the first four volumes; social sciences in 
the next four; basic industries, applied 
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science, invention, and library science in 
the next two volumes; art in volume 11; 
crafts and biography in volumes 12-13; and 
sports, folk tales, myths, and things to 
make and do in volume 14. The general 
index to the set comprises the last volume. 

The Board of Editors as given in the 1956 
edition is the same as in the 1950 edition 
with one additional name, the Managing 
Editor, Edward Humphrey. Those identi- 
fied are for the most part active or retired 
professors in the leading universities and 
colleges. Among them are George Harold 
Edgell and Henry Carrington Lancaster, 
both of whom died in 1954, and Adolph 
Elwyn, whose death occurred in 1955. No 
articles are signed. 

As in the 1950 edition, each volume has 
a table of contents in which subject mat- 
ter is classified, briefly listed, and assigned 
numbered units in the order in which they 
occur. There are also in the front of each 
volume a list of color plates and a key to 
pronunciation, A “Reading Unit” preced- 
ing each topic outlines a study plan of the 
more important points covered in an ar- 
ticle or group of related articles. For most 
topics this includes the headings “Interest- 
ing Facts Explained,” “Things to Think 
About,” “Picture Hunt,” “Related Materi- 
al,” “Leisuretime Activities” plus a “Sum- 
mary Statement.”

Sherlock Holmes, and the Thomas Mann 
family. Apparently no attempt was made 
by the editors to meet these criticisms in 
the 1956 printing except in the case of 
Thomas Mann, where a two-page bio- 
graphical sketch and a portrait have been 
added. 

In the social sciences volumes, new ma- 
terial has been added to the geographic 
information for many countries through- 
out the world, especially on form of gov- 
ernment, economics, chief industries, prod- 
ucts, characteristics of the population, and 
population figures. Revisions also appear 
to be extensive in the volume on the vari- 
ous states of the United States, where pas- 
sages have been rephrased, maps revised, 
illustrations substituted, and colored 
plates added. According to the publisher, 
when the 1953 revision was made of this 
volume, “260 pages were reset. .. . Of 294 
black-and-white pictures all but 24 were 
new.” However, in other volumes on the 
social sciences, few changes have been 
made; for example, the topic Social Se- 
curity mentions only the 1935 Social Se- 
curity Act which provided for old age and 
unemployment without references to spe- 
cific benefits or changes in the law. No in- 
formation can be located through the in- 
dex under Workmen’s Compensation, and 
yet by 1949 all of the states had work- 
men’s compensation laws. Neither can ma- 
terial be found through the index for 
mental hygiene, Blue Cross hospitalization 
plans, National Science Foundation (es- 
tablished in 1950), and GI loans, among 
other subjects. 

Historical information for most countries 
throughout the world during the past 15 
years is widely scattered. For the most 
part, significant events since the beginning 
of the second World War period are dis- 
cussed in the unit, “The History of World 
War II” (v.6, p. 493-568), rather than un-

In the index to the set, volume 
15, for some countries there is a specific 
subdivision referring to World War II 
events in the chronological sequence of 
topics, but for others there is only a see 
also reference to the World War II index 
in volume 6.

The 1950 Subscription Books Bulletin 
review noted the absence of modern 
themes, especially in the volumes on art, 
music, and literature.

Gogh, Degas, Renoir. Although black-and- 
white illustrations are given for Thomas 
Benton, Grant Wood, Georgia O’Keeffe, 
and Diego Rivera, there is no discussion of 
the work of these artists. Minor changes, 
especially in illustrations, appear in the 
units on tapestry and on rugs. The only 
addition found in the field of music is the 
description of the recorder as a musical 
instrument. 

One of the aims the editors stress in the 
Preface is “to present our material in such 
a way as to make it of the highest educa- 
tional value. We want the reader, at a 
moment’s notice to be able to put his finger 
upon any fact or set of facts for which he 
may be searching in our volumes.” How- 
ever, in the field of literature, no informa- 
tion is available through the index for the 
following significant twentieth century au- 
thors: Alberto Moravia, James Joyce, 
Jean-Paul Sartre, Marcel Proust, Romain 
Rolland, Arthur Koestler, Frans Sillanpaéa 
(Nobel Prize 1939), John Steinbeck (al- 
though he is mentioned in the section on 
contemporary American authors), William 
Faulkner, and Dylan Thomas. No material

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Richards Y ear Book was issued as a sup- 
plement to the text of the 1950 edition of 
the encyclopedia. The Preface of the 1956 
printing of Richards Topical Encyclopedia 
states that the company is “issuing The 
Story of Our Time, an annual publication 
that will include not only those statistics 
which are subject to change, but also a 
digest of world events and of the latest 
developments in every field of human ac- 
tivity. ... This report ... will be read- 
able and authoritative, and will make a 
convenient reference book for any school 
or home.” The unit page preceding each 
topic, however, in the 1956 edition of the 
encyclopedia continues to refer to the old 
title in the note: “For statistical and cur- 
rent facts, consult the Richards Year Book 
Index.” (A November 8, 1956 letter from 
the publisher states that since the set was 
submitted to the Subscription Books Com- 
mittee for review, the annual has been re- 
named The Encyclopedia Year Book.) 

In spite of the addition of a considerable 
number of four-color plates and the sub- 
stitution of many new black-and-white il- 
lustrations for old ones, the appearance of 
the set as a whole does not impress one 
favorably. the plates are 
grouped and are not with the particular 
subject they illustrate. There still are nu- 
merous old illustrations, many of which 
are poorly reproduced, not sharp and clear, 
resembling in some respects a work pro- 
duced in the 1890's rather than the mid- 
twentieth century.

There is a marked im- 
provement in the maps. No projection was 
given for the older maps, some of which 
were credited to L. L. Poates Engraving 
Company, New York. Colors were poor, 
and the map topography was shown by 
hachuring. Hammond colored maps, with- 
out copyright date, replace the old ones. 
Projections are specified for many of the 
maps; variations in elevation are shown by 
color shading (without specifying altitude 
figures) ; indicate 
changes since the World War II period.

As in the 1950 set the type is clear, the 
binding strong. The volumes open with 
pages lying flat and are pleasing to handle. 
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The purpose of the publishers of this set 
is to present the broadest range of general 
information in the most convenient form, 
a topical arrangement, and to provide 
thorough coverage. Definite limitations are 
apparent from the subjects checked in the 
review: failure to include many topics 
within a large subject field, lack of up-to- 
dateness in some areas, and inadequate 
coverage of many units. These present a 
serious problem whether the reader is 
browsing, doing home study, or using the 
books for reference work. 

Although the set has been in the process 
of continuous revision since 1945, revisions 
are uneven and inconsistent. In the art and 
music volumes much new material is omit- 
ted, and in the literature volumes few 
changes have been made since the 1950 
edition. Some material in the social 
sciences is out-of-date and factual infor- 
mation there has been revised with little 
attention to social progress. In the social 
sciences, particularly, the publisher has 
failed to provide thorough, well-rounded 
coverage. Historical information is too 
widely scattered for quick reference pur- 
poses. The divided index (a general index 
plus a World War II unit index in different 
volumes) is inconvenient to consult, and 
checking index entries reveals omission of 
many topics one expects to find in an en- 
cyclopedic work. The volumes on the 
sciences reveal that many articles have 
been rewritten and new articles prepared 
to incorporate recent discoveries and de- 
velopments. The unevenness of revision 
and the undependable coverage of some 
subjects impairs the use of the set for ref- 
erence use. Richards Topical Encyclopedia 
is not recommended.

NONFICTION 


Ormerod, Leonard. The curving shore. 
Harper, $5. Tentative date February 20. 
Past and present mingle in an informal tour 
of the Gulf Coast from the mouth of the Rio 
Grande to the Florida Keys. The region’s ge- 
ography, major cities, and prominent figures 
of yesterday and today are the main features 
of an informative account. The author touches 
upon such varied topics as the King Ranch of 
Texas, Florida’s sponge industry, coastal is- 
lands, sixteenth-century missionaries, the Ev- 
erglade country, Houston’s giant medical cen- 
ter, and the Galveston explosion of 1947. Ap- 
pended are tourist tips on highways, restau- 
rants, and motels. 


Roosenburg, Henriette. The walls came 
tumbling down. Viking, $3.50. January 10. 
One of the aftermaths of war is vividly de- 
scribed in the spirited account of four Hol- 
landers—three women and a man—making 
their way home from a prison in southeast- 
ern Germany after they were freed by the 
Russian soldiers in May, 1945. Taking five 
weeks, the 400-mile journey was frequently as 
dangerous as the exploits that made the four 
political prisoners, and as painful as life in the 
prison. Parts of the book originally appeared 
in slightly different form in the New Yorker. 


White, William Smith. Citadel; the story 
of the U.S. Senate. Harper, $4. January 9. 
The author of The Taft story (BooxK.ist 50: 249, 
Mr 1 54) looks now at the U.S. Senate today. 
In his lively narrative Mr. White sees the 
Senate not only as a centerpiece of democratic 
government but as a collection of men who, 
despite differences in personality and outlook, 
function as a team. He speaks of the “Inner 
Club,” a select society to which only a few 
senators gain admittance, and he tells too of 
situations of national importance in which the 
Senate played a giant part: the dismissal of 
MacArthur, the Kefauver Committee hearings, 
and the chastising of McCarthy. Concluding 
with a criticism of unjustified Senate investi- 
gations he brings new perspectives to bear on 
a necessary and venerable institution. 


Winter, Marjorie, pseud. For love of Mar- 
tha. Messner, $3. January 28. 

An impassioned account of the trials one fam- 
ily endured in its attempts to adopt a child. 
Purportedly true in all details except for 
names, it is written with the impact and sus- 
pense of a novel. Although the author’s main 
intention was to record a neglected child's 
gradual response to love and security in a 
foster family, this seems secondary to the 
book’s double function as a warning to adop- 
tive parents against black and gray markets 
and a protest against some existing laws and 


social service routines. More subjective than 
the Cadys’ How to adopt a child (BooK.ist 
52: 328, Ap 15 56). 


FICTION 


Du Maurier, Daphne. The scapegoat. Dou- 
bleday, $3.95. February 20. 

On his way to a French monastery where he 
hopes to discover some meaning in his empty 
existence, an Englishman encounters his 
double, a Frenchman contemplating flight 
from a life crowded with unwelcome responsi- 
bilities. After a drinking bout John awakens to 
find that Jean has effected an exchange of 
identities by the expedient of exchanging per- 
sonal possessions. With malice that yields to 
humane concern for Jean’s family, John sets 
about undoing his alter ego’s misdeeds, while 
Jean amuses himself with severing the Eng- 
lishman’s ties. Lifelike characters enact an in- 
credible situation in a manner made plausible 
by the novelist’s skill. Serialized in Ladies’ 
Home Journal. 


Hardy, René. Bitter victory (Amére vic- 
toire). Tr. by Galway Kinnell. Double- 
day, $3.50. January 10. 

When Captain David Brand and Lieutenant 
Leith were assigned to the same British com- 
mando patrol in the Sahara, their rivalry in 
love for David’s wife Jane and in soldierly 
courage was cruelly intensified by the hard- 
ships and tensions of desert fighting. In a mas- 
culine, economical style the novelist roughs in 
the personalities of officers and men, and by 
deft psychological lighting reveals that al- 
though technically successful Operation Foot- 
ing was indeed a bitter victory for its sur- 
vivors. Will probably appeal most to men 
readers. 


Hartog, Jan de. The spiral road. Harper, 
$4.95. Tentative date February 20. 

A verbose, mystical nove!, dominated by an 
outlook reminiscent of the author’s compatriot 
Van Paassen, tells of a young doctor, biased 
against religion by his upbringing in a Dutch 
parsonage, who undergoes physical and spirit- 
ual crises in the jungles of the Dutch East 
Indies. To the confusion of the reader, the 
narrative shifts between past and present, 
developing lengthy background incidents that 
would make complete novels in themselves. 
However, the story abounds in action and 
exotic color, and contains a large cast of char- 
acters among whom are many striking and 
fully realized personalities. 


Williams. Vinnie. The fruit tramp. Har- 
per, $3.50.

A first novel of migrant workers who follow 
the crops and the seasons from Florida to 
Michigan and back again.

The universal and personal significance of 
faith, hope, and love are dealt with by an 
eminent theologian in an illuminating book for 
the thoughtful Christian. In his clear exposi- 
tion he conceives the Christian's life as a 
three-dimensional one: he lives in the past by 
faith, in the future by hope, and in the present 
by love. Linking these three facts of existence 
with the individual’s relationship to Christ Dr.

All 
films are 16mm sound and are black and white 
unless otherwise indicated. 


Amphibians: frogs, toads and salamanders. 
Film Associates of California. 1956. 10- 
min. $50; color, $100. 

Several examples of the two major groups of 
amphibians (those with tails and those with- 
out tails) are compared and contrasted. The 
life cycle of these groups is illustrated with 
the patterns of transformation of those which 
become land animals, together with their liv- 
ing habits and physiological characteristics. 
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This is a nontechnical presentation with the 
advantage of a color version, with an elemen- 
tary vocabulary that makes the film particu- 
larly useful for younger audiences. 


Frogs and toads. Centron Productions. 
Distributor: Young America Films. 1956. 
10min. $50. 


The life cycle of frogs and toads is clearly ex- 
plained and illustrated, with close-up pho- 
tography to emphasize many points. The egg 
clusters are shown, followed by the develop- 
ment of tadpoles, illustrating how they feed on 
vegetable matter under water and how they 
breathe through gills. The transformation to 
land animals is portrayed and explained with 
the consequent growth of lungs, legs and feet, 
and the loss of the tails. Several varieties of 
frogs and toads are included, showing size, 
markings, and other physical characteristics. 
This is an excellent film for its clarity of 
presentation although color would add inter- 
est. It is useful at almost any age level.
